Washington, Ga., Decemioer 1!1.—(Spe- 
cial.J—Rev. G. Forrest Tuttle is dead and 
Warren Bailey is seriously hurt at the 
home of his father. W. G. Bailey, with 
an ugly gash in his head, as the result 
of a tragedy which occurred in this 
county this morning at 7 o’clock.

| from the republican and democratic standpoints are two wholly. different 
things, if the consumer, through Judge Taft’s efforts, should secure any sub- 
| stantial concessions, it will be a cause for thanksgiving. 

Judge Taft has intimated that he would go to the extent of using the veto 
| power in the effort to secure a tariff bill that is in accordance with his views 
'in important and substantial particulars; and while those views are known 
only in a general way outside of the terms of the republican platform 
| declaration, it is evident that he is more in sympathy with the great cause 
of the people than are many of the leaders of his party who will have a 
‘hand in the making of the new tariff measure. 

| it is not to be expected that he will go further than the republican plat- 
\form declaration, which provides for duties which shall equal the difference 
‘in cost of production at home and in foreign countries, plus a “reasonable 
| profit” to the manufacturer. 

| That “reasonable profit” is practically what constitutes the difference 
/between the republican and democratic tariff views. 

| It is susceptible of a great degree of elasticity and yet, if jugtly and con- 
‘servatively construed—and there is hope that President Taft will so con- 
) true it—there are great possibilities in it for the consumer as compared with 
the present exacting tariff charges upon many of tM§e necessaries of life. 

If Judge Taft will insist upon jusfice to the consumer to the point of 
definite and substantial accomplishment, he wfil do something really worth 
while and add no little to his own popularity, which he bids fair solidly to 
establish. 

It seems almost too good to hope for, but “real tariff revision,’ even 
from a liberal republican standpoint, will be welcomed as a national boon.

For the tirst time under the new law the city council will, on Decem- 
ber 21, elect a city park commission to serve for a period of three years. 

Heretofore it has devolved upon the mayor to appoint the members of 
this board, but the new law puts them under the same category in respect 
of their election as the members of other city boards. 

An important duty, therefore, confronts the city council, and one to which 
it should proceed with due care and deliberation. 

The incoming park board will have more important work to do during 
the period of its incumbency, perhaps, than has been done in connection with 
the development of city parks within the last decade. , 

The. park movement has steadily assumed wider and broader scope and 
there is increasing demand, not only for park improvement, but for the ac- 
quirement of additional public park property. . 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, through its civic improvement com- 
mittee, is exhibiting a deep interest in this work from a standpoint of de- 
sired municipal ‘development and is anxious to cooperate with the park board 
toward the attainment of these valuable results, which*will mean much to 
the future of the city. ‘ , 

Council should, therefore, enter upon tHe duty of selecting the new park 
commission with full realization of the important functions which it will 
have to perform, and name the best possible men it can secure who can and 
will give such time and energy as are necessary to the conduct of this 
work. 

Atlanta’s parks mean much to the city’s comfort, progress and growth, 
and their development should be placéd both in competent and willing hands.

Reasons for Final Conclusion. 


“The reasons for this final conclusion 
are that my time is taken up with pri- 
vate affairs to such an extent that I 
have never felt that I wag doing the 
position justice. Another reason is 


that the park department of the city 
receives but little consideration at the 
hands of those who have the apportion- 
ment of its funds. There is no encour- 
agement to any man connected with 
¢enfs department. The money appropri- 
ated for the parks is doled out in a 
meager-and grudging way, and with 
the funds allotted to the department it 
is simp.y impossible to make any per- 
manent improvements on the prop- 
erties. Grant park has been under the 
care of the board of park commission- 
ers for a good many years, and by very 
slow degrees has been brought up to 
its present state. It is treated more 
generously than the other parks, but 
an adequate apportionment is not set 
apart for it. Piedmont park, a larger 
body in acreage and susceptible of 
great beautification, gets practically no 
consideration. I am intensely interest- 
ed in its improvement, and the improve- 
ment of the smaller parks, but hope for 
nothing material in this direction until 
a more liberal policy ig adopted with 
reference to the park system. 

“I very much appreciate the kindness 
of those who desire me to continue 
service in the park department, but 
for the reasons given above I must 
decline to do so.

New York, December !!.—The running 
up of the gold engagements for ship- 
ment to France tomorrow to the sum of 
$3,900,000 took the edge off the specula- 
tive temper today and a considerable un- 
loading of stocks resulted in the latter 
Tae lesson of the gold 
Shipments was strengthened by the pre- 
liminary estimates of the week's cur- 
rency movement, from which it appear- 
ed that practically no gain on balances 
from the interior had occurred to offset 
the absorption of $6,936,000 by the sub- 
treasury operations of the week. None 
of the gold taken for export vas figured 
yet in the subtreasury operations, the 
effect, therefore, being deferred to next 
week's bank statement rather than in 
the showing to be 
afternoon. The payments of subscrip- 
tions to the Panama canal bonds have 
not commenced to figure in the sub- 
treasury operations, leaving another 
money requirement to be met. It is not 
unusual for tae temporary accumula- 
tion of funds to prepare for the year- 
end disbursement to make some strain 
on the market and to involve the call- 
ing of loans. The expanding tendency 
of the loan item of the banks also con- 
tinues. With the surplus reserve of the 
banks last Saturday standing at but 
little over $20,000,000, there was pre- 
sented Sy this rapid summing up of re- 
quirements a rate of inroad on that sum 
suddenly appeared somewnat 

The feeling of confidence 
that the interval to the easy money 
markets of January could be bridged 
without special care in retrenchment of 
Outlay was somewhat disturbed by this 
development and some hasty retirements 
from stock commitments followed. The 
small effect produced on the exchange 
market by tne gold engagements gave 
an impression of a still unfilled require- 
ment which indicated a likelihood of the 
continuance of the gold outgo. It is

ties at the high prices lately prevailing, 
the conduct of the speculative campaign 
has involved some large carryings of 
stocks in foreign markets with money 
borrowed in those markets. With the 
approach of the year-end requirements 
foreign lenders are disposed, it is be- 
lieved. to reduce the accommodations 
of this kind. Billa are scarce in the 
exchange market with which to effect 
remittances, and the shipments of gold 
are found necessary to meet the occa- 
The amount of the shipment today 
was limited only by the supply of bar 
gold procurable at the assay office and 
foreign bankers assume from tiie sus- 
tained strength of foreign exchange that 
gold will be shipped next week to a con- 
siderable amount.

Finally, Wall street buils 
continue to buv on a scale down on the 
idea that cotton is cheap and that every 
hale will be wanted. Operators there 
think that the actual consumption will 
be enormous and that spinners will buy 
a very large quantity of this season's 
superior cotton in excess of their actual 
reeds.

As to Sugar. 


The sugar market has during 
week shown the stagnant condition 
usually witnessed in December, thougn 
doubtless accentuated this year by the 
business depression. The demand from 
distributers for refined sugar has 
dwindled away to the minimum with- 
drawals needed for consumption, and 
there is little contracting ahead at the 
prevailing net prices -for standard 
granulated—4.55 to 4.65c. It is natural 
that preliminary to inventories, buying 
should be only. for pressing require- 
ments, but apart from this
